Representatives of the North Slope Borough and, possibly, the Alaska Congresslonal 
delegation will be on the same panel as the State. According to Julie Kitka and Fran 
Ulmer, the Native community and the University will serve on other panels, as will 
industry and environmental representatives. 
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We will circulate draft State talklng points for review. Please let me know if you have 
f urther guidance .

My name is Sam Bell, advocacy director for the Genocide Intervention Network. Please find the attached 
open letter sent today from our executive director, Mark Hanis, to Governor Palin. 
We are concerned about the bid from Sinopec and the company's connection to the Darfur conflict in 
Sudan, which has been labeled genocide by the President and Congress. Sinopec is the largest oil field 
services provider in Sudan and the Sudanese government relies on foreign investment, particular in the 
oil sector, to fund its military and the conflict in Darfur. 

Our organization orchestrates the Sudan divestment campaign which now encompasses 22 states, 58 
unlversities, and 10 cities (we are working with Alaskan legislators to introduce Sudan divestment 
legislation in the state next year). Additionally, the US Senate Banking Committee and the House of 
Representatives have passed the Sudan Accountability and Divestment Act which wouid prohibit certain 
companies operating in Sudan, including Sinopec, from receiving federal government contracts.

I am writing in the hopes that you would be able to assist me in my current situation. I 
am a Sergeant in the U. S. Army assigned to HHD 39th Transportation Battalion as the 
Company Supply Sergeant for two years. I am also a single mother with two lovely boys, 
whom I love dearly. My job is very demanding. I have a subordinate Soldier that work with 
me that do a great job. In my ten years of service I have never experienced this type of 
moral and motivation problem. Since I've been assigned to this unit, my life has been a 
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very challenging task daily to stay motivated and with high morale for my subordinates. 



My boys are enrolled in the Child Development Center's before and after school care 
program. In this program my kids are dropped off at 0630 and must be picked up by 1800. In 
the Kaiserslautern Military Community, this program is operated by the Air Force and opens 
at 0630 at which time I am recjuired to be at my first formation. I must pick them up by 
1800 at which time the child care center closes. My previous Chain of Command allowed me 
to report to work 0730 to accommodate for the daycare opening at 0630. In October a new 
Chain of Command came aboard and recjuired that I report to first formation 0630 for 
accountability. After I reported to formation with my kids, my commander told me that I 
will not bring my kids to formation anymore. After I questioned him about a Senior NCO 
does the same thing, he replied v You do not have enough rank to do what she does." I have 
to stay to work often after 1800 and pay late fees because I do not pick up my kids in 
time. For every minute I am la 

te there is a $1.00 late fee. From July to this date I have paid $655 in late fees, attach 
is a copy of the receipts. 



I feel that my Detachment SGT has a personnel vendetta against me. The Detachment Sergeant 
often discusses my personnel issues amongst subordinate Soldier. This is unprofessional 
and unbecoming of a Senior NCO to whom subordinates suppose to look up too and draw their 
motivation and morale from. I recently was taped for my weight and was found overweight by 
1 % . I have never been counseled on my results. My 1SG have initiated chapter proceedings 
for me to be chaptered out of the Army by making an appointment on December 12 for a 
physical . 



In September I requested an open door policy to see my Battalion Commander Sergeant Major. 
I spoke to him about my situation and he told me, "I got it." As of 29 November I have not 
heard anything of this situation. I spoke to my Battalion Chaplain, Battalion Egual 
Opportunity Representative (EOR) and the Inspector General. I still have no resolve. My 
EOR told me that I have a valid complaint because people in my Chain of Command have 
singled me out. I feel that I have exhausted my chain of command and have not received and 
assistant nor resolution for this situation. 



This whole situation has exhausted me. I feel that the entire unit morale is low. Soldiers 
returned from deployment in September and many of them are so unhappy with their work 
environment. In fear of repercussion for writing you, Honorable Young, I am requesting to 
be transferred to another command. I am suggesting the office of the Inspector General 
conduct a climate sensing session with especially the lower enlisted and junior NCOs. I 
have enclosed character letter on my behalf . My all commander and also my BN commander 
wants me to stay in the Army and go to the Warrant Officer School, attach is a copy of my 
letters of recommendation to show you what are my standards as a NCO.

I need some help. Alaska statutes (AS.37.07.014) requires the legislature to: 

(1) Review and revise the Mission and Measures for each department annually 

(2) Requires each department to measure the department's performance and accountability 
against present and agreed standards. This ooncept was put into place by then Senator Pamell a 
dozen years ago. Iniecent years the legislature has ignored its statutoiy responsibility. 

I would like to go into court to foree both legislative bodies and their finanee co-chairs to fbllow 
the law. Will the Department of Law assist me to prepare a case and represent me and the peopl< 
of Alaska 'm a suit in court? 

On a separate issue, the people of JEagle River have clearly given the Department of 
Transportation and Public Facilities specific direetions and limitations on two road upgrade 
projects in Eagle River, namely the "Eagle River Loop Road" and portions of the "Old Glen 
upgrade". For the last twa years I have ptit in me Capital Budget strong intent language that 
reflects the desires of the community and the entire Eagle River legislative delegation. 

DOT/PF has consistently said they will ignore this budget intent language of the legislature. I 
want you to go into court on behalf of the legislature to foree DOT/PF to perfbrm as direeted. 
This is clearly a separation of powers issue and as our chief defender of our state's constitution I 
believe you should take it on. If you cannot, it will seera to indicate that you are the 
administration's in-house attorney and not the people's legal guardian and advocate. Please 
understand that I am very sympathetic to you and this govemor, and understand the position my 
request puts you in. I do not want to be at odds with this govemor or her administration, but I 
cannot be true to my oath of ofifice and allow this blatant disregard of our form of constitutional 
govemance. 

The easiest way forward would be for the leadcrship of DOT/PF to realize that they are not an 
isolated kingdom of their own, and realize that we still have govermnent that is "by the people".

• All Alaskan communities will have appropriate and sustainable clean and safe water and 
wastewater systems. 

• Quality health care will be accessible to 100 percent of Alaskans to meet their health care needs. 

o Decrease the use of emergency rooms for primary medical care, and improve primary care 
in rural areas through community health centers and public health nursing. 

• Personal responsibility and prevention in health care become a top priority for government, 
private sector, communities, families, and individuals. 

o Deveiop incenn'ves (such as cost saving for taking action on prevention) and disincentives 
(such as the Tobacco tax) to encourage to Alaskans improve their health. 
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• Develop and foster the statewide leadership necessaiy to support a comprehensive statewide 
health care policy. 

o Ask the Governor to take the lead in promoting good health and creating an Alaska Health 
Care Commission.
